(xvil) the Maryland Developmental Disabilities Administration of
the Department of Health and Mental Hygiene for family and individual support
services, and individual family care services, as those terms are defined by the
Department of Health and Mental Hygiene in regulation; [and]

(xviil) the Department of General Services for the renovation of a
structure that:

1. was built during the 18th or 19th century; and

2. 1s listed in or eligible for listing in the National
Register of Historic Places; AND

(XIX) THE DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES, FOR
